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FUNDING 

Ambulance 
service needs 
money for debt 
repayment

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A three dollar increase per capita funding will be 
needed to keep Mountain View Ambulance out of the 
red next year, said Executive Director for Mountain 
View Regional Emergency Services (MVRES), Lyle 
McKellar. 

McKellar met with Mountain View County Coun¬ 
cil to discuss the $3 per capita funding increase and 
explain why an additional $4.98 per capita will be 
needed to address debt repayment. 

After their first year of operation, MVRES has pro¬ 
jected an accrued net loss of $10,000 for their 2001 
budget. 

Final figures will be available by the end of March. 

The increase will mean Mountain View County and 
the four urban centres within its boundaries will be 
paying $16 per capita instead of the $13 proposed in 
2000, when the regional service was being established. 
The change is expected to cost the County $90,000. 

"The $13 just wasn't meeting the budget," said 
McKellar to council. 

He explained the previous funding was just shy of 
meeting the operational costs and didn't begin to ad¬ 
dress debt such as a $550,000 loan from Mountain 
View County which needs to be repaid. 

McKellar said all the municipalities were aware of

the increase and understand why increased requisi¬ 
tions are needed. 

To address budgeting concerns McKellar is look¬ 
ing at ways of reducing operation costs. 

Plans include: 

*A five year business plan with projected revenue 
and expenditures for the next five years. 

‘Address debt repayment, with the additional $4.98 
per capita funding. 

‘Implement an operational cost saving plan. 

"We hope the $4.98 extra funding will not be needed 
the entire five years but it would be premature to 
speculate on that right now," said McKellar. 

He said the cost saving plan will involve utilizing 
the operational manager, Paramedic Nick Thain, in 
a supervisory role as well as manning a peak-time 
ambulance which has now been upgraded from BLS 
to ALS. The peak time ambulance operates from Mon¬ 
day to Friday, 8 a m. to 6 p.m.

County sets aside land for Fire Authority

Mountain View 
County will set aside an 
approximate 4.5 acres of 
land for the Didsbury and 
District Fire Authority 
for the prospect of a new 
fire hall in Didsbury. 

A motion was unani¬ 
mously carried by 
County Council last week 
that will set aside a par¬ 
cel of land, as requested 
by the Fire Authority, for 
expansion in the future. 


The Fire Authority re¬ 
cently completed a study 
to determine what should 
be included in a new fire 
hall and where the new 
building should be lo¬ 
cated. 

Five possible sites for 
the fire hall were identi¬ 
fied for the new building, 
the top choice being High¬ 
way 582 and 19th Street 
- the Agricultural Society 
site, which is owned by 
the County. 

The second choice is 


Highway 582 and 25th 
Avenue, which is situated 
on the east side of the 
RCMP detachment and is 
owned by the Town of 
Didsbury. 

The Authority recom¬ 
mended that both of the 
sites be set aside by the 
respective municipalities 
and held for the new 
Emergency Services 
Building until a decision 
is made as to which site 
is most suitable and how 
the facility will be built 


and cost-shared. 

Details such as devel¬ 
opment costs, site, capi¬ 
tal sharing agreement 
and whether or not to in¬ 
clude the regional ambu¬ 
lance service in the plans 
for a new building will be 
discussed over the next 
four years. 

The new fire hall has 
been briefly discussed be¬ 
tween the County and the 
Town of Didsbury at one 
of their Municipal Discus¬ 
sion Group meetings. 
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New billing system for water means higher rates 

Didsburians will still pay less than Carstairs and Olds tor water.

The Town of Didsbury is 
changing the way it will charge 
its residents for water. 

In the past Didsburians 
would pay a flat rate of $4.50 
per month and $0.90 for the first 
1,500 gallons of water used. A 
formula which charged for wa¬ 
ter in different increment 
amounts after 1,500 gallons 
was used to determine the bill 
amount. 

In an effort to simplify the 
billing process, the Town at 
their last regular Council meet¬ 
ing voted in favour of changing 


the procedure. 

Residents will pay an admin¬ 
istration fee of $6.00 and a flat 
rate of $5 for every 1,000 gal¬ 
lons used. 

The result of the change 
means Didsburians will be pay¬ 
ing more for their water. 

"Basically with the old rate 
the first 1,500 gallons was be¬ 
ing given away with a charge 
of only $0.90," said John 
Levasseur, Director of Opera¬ 
tional Services. "It is becoming 
expensive to do this and we 
must recoup the costs of buy¬ 
ing water from the water treat¬ 
ment plant.

Thain is now viewed as a 
working manager rather 
than an administrator. 

Where he was once used on 
the peak-time ambulance a 
split of 60/40 per cent of his 
shift, he will now be expected 
to cover it a split of 80/20 per 
cent. McKellar said reasons 
for funding shortfalls could be 
that the ambulance commis¬ 
sion, who first projected 
costs, based that number on 
the information available in 
2000, "but did they have all 
the information?" McKellar 
asked. 

He explained that user 
rates are very complex, call 
volume is never predictable 
and the demographics are dif¬ 
ficult to determine. 

Now that MVRES has been 
in operation for a year these 
variables will be easier to pre¬ 
dict, also a new census is ex¬ 
pected to provide a more ac-

curate account of what rev¬ 
enue and expenses will be. 

An annual report will be 
ready for release mid-April. 

McKellar also plans to re¬ 
view transfer agreements with 
the two health regions in 
which they operate, Health 
Authority #5 and the David 
Thompson Health Region. 

Sundre and District EMS 
Society has also asked to re¬ 
new their current contract to 
be the ambulance provider for 
the Sundre area. 

The Ambulance Service Fi¬ 
nance Committee will meet 
March 7 to discuss their con¬ 
tract. 

Sundre and District EMS 
Society is also expected to req¬ 
uisition the same increases.

"The Town of Didsbury pays 
for its water from the Anthony 
Henday Water Treatment 
Plant.

The price of 1,500 gallons of 
water used in a month jumps 
from $5.40 to $13.50. Three 
thousand gallons jumps from 
$14.70 to $21. Six thousand gal¬ 
lons jumps from $34.30 to $36. 

The rates will remain lower 
than those charged by neigh¬ 
bouring municipalities, Car- 
stairs and Olds. 

Olds charges $15.44 for a 
1,500 gallon month and Car- 


paramedic service about the

Meanwhile Levasseur said 
the reason waste collection 
rates are going up is because 
of an increased cost in hauling 
the waste out of the region. 

Because the Didsbury 
landfill is being closed rates will 
rise as garbage needs to be 
hauled out of the region. 

Garbage will be hauled to 
Olds after April 1 where it will 
be weighed and a tipping fee will 
be charged on the waste. 

The rate change was ap¬ 
proved by Town Council at

Just another rodeo for most Olympic competitors

Despite the hype surround¬ 
ing the 2002 Olympiad Com¬ 
mand Performance Rodeo held 
in Farmington, Utah, it was 
just another rodeo for most 
competitors. 

The Olympiad Command 
Performance Rodeo was part of 
the heritage and cultural fair 
at the 2002 Olympic Winter 
Games held recently in Salt 
Lake City, Utah. 

Three time Canadian Profes¬ 
sional Rodeo Association bare 
back riding champion, Bill 
Boyd, of Olds AB, treated the 
event like he would have any 
other rodeo on the Professional 
Rodeo Cowboys’ Association 
circuit. Get there in time to ride 
your mount and always ride to 
the best of your ability. 

“To me it was like any other 
rodeo I have attended over the 
years,” said Boyd. 

“The objective was to go 
there and do your best,” he 
added, indicating the challenge 
between the Canadian and 


American competitors was in¬ 
tense but friendly. 

According to Boyd, the Ol¬ 
ympic Rodeo contestants from 
each country consisted of 
World champions, Canadian 
champions and cowboys who 
won last year’s major rodeos on 
the circuit like the Calgary 
Stampede. They were compet¬ 
ing on the world’s best and 
rankest stock from the best 
stock brokers in North 
America. 

Although the cowboys were 
riding, roping and wrestling for 
bragging rights between the 
two countries, the Olympic 
Rodeo had a little more flare and 
meant more to the contestants 
simply because they were com¬ 
peting for their country in an 
unofficial Olympic event. 

“The rodeo was definitely as 
competitive as others even 
though we were not competing 
for PRCA money for the World 
standings,” added Boyd, indi¬ 
cating all participants were 
proud to represent their coun¬ 
try. 


“There was a sense of Cana¬ 
dian pride when I took out my 
first mount,” said Boyd. 

This was the second time the 
PRCA staged an Olympic chal¬ 
lenge between the two coun¬ 
tries in an Olympic year and 
Boyd believes the event could 
become a regular fixture when 
the Olympics are held in North 
America again. 

He also feels the challenge 
could be strengthened to in¬ 
clude Australia and New Zea¬ 
land cowboys who are partici¬ 
pating on the rodeo scene in 
North America. 

“I’m not the only cowboy 
who wants the Aussies and New 
Zealanders to become a part of 
this,” he said. 

“Actually, I think it would 
strengthen the merit of the 
sport to make it a true global 
challenge,” he added, noting 
there are not as many Austral¬ 
ians participating in the timed 
events. 

“Over the years, the cow¬ 
boys from down under have be¬ 
come very good roughstock 


competitors and they are as 
good as any North American or 
Canadian cowboys in the timed 
events,” explained Boyd. 

Winning a medal for Team 
Canada at the 2002 Olympiad 
Rodeo would have made Boyd 
proud to be a true Canadian 
cowboy, but having the oppor¬ 
tunity to compete at the event 
was an honor and priviledge he 
will never forget. 

“Everyone representing 
Canada at these Games, 
whether they were a profes¬ 
sional or an amateur athlete 
wanted to make Canada proud 
by performing to the best of 
their ability,” said Boyd, who 
has competed at 19 consecutive 
Canadian Finals Rodeo. 

Most of the fans watching 
the five major events, of bare- 
back riding, saddle bronc rid¬ 
ing, bull riding, calf roping and 
steer wrestling along with la¬ 
dies’ barrel racing and team 
roping had never witnessed a 
rodeo. 

“Besides the challenges of 
riding our mounts, we had to 


teach these people about the 
event and the sport by having 
sound technical rides also,” 
noted Boyd, indicating the ex¬ 
pert analysis of rodeo an¬ 
nouncer Bob Tallman helped 
the newer fans understand 
what was going on during the 
ride, the roping of the calf, the 
wrestling of the steer and the 
busting of the bulls. 

“Certainly I enjoyed this 
type of rodeo and was proud 
and honored to represent my 
country,” noted Boyd. 

“I guess the only thing miss¬ 
ing from my trip down there 
was an Olympic medal and 
more winnings to pay for it,” 
concluded Boyd. 

Boyd finished fourth in the 
three go-around average. Olym¬ 
pic medals were awarded to the 
top three average winners in 
each event. 

“I had fun down there and 
although we were not directly 
involved with the official Cana¬ 
dian Olympians, I was a mem¬ 
ber of Team Canada and darn 
proud of it,” concluded Boyd.

Officials are asking for 
public assistance to catch 
those responsible for recent 
post-office break-ins includ¬ 
ing one that occured in Dids- 
bury. 

Canada Post Corporation

Since early January 2002, 
almost 30 post offices in Al¬ 
berta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba have been broken 
into, resulting in losses of 
postal products, damage to 
property and theft of mail.

The trial of a Carstairs truck 
driver charged following the 
death of a 78-year-old woman 
in a highway crash last sum¬ 
mer has wrapped up in Dids¬ 
bury provincial court. 

Christopher Van Arnam is 
charged with careless driving 
and attempting to pass when 
unsafe to do so. His two-hour 
trial was held before Judge 
McDonald on Feb. 25. 

Mrs. Patricia Wiebe, 78, was 
a passenger in an Oldsmobile 
car involved in two-vehicle ac¬ 
cident at the junction of Hwy 
580 and rural route 2.05 west 
of Carstairs on June 11, 2001. 

The accused testified he was 
following the Oldsmobile west¬ 


bound on Hwy 580 when the 
car slowed as it approached the 
rural route. 

He said he attempted to slow 
his three-axle freight liner tan¬ 
dem truck, but realizing he was 
about to rear-end the vehicle, 
he decided to pass on the left. 

"I realized I wasn't going to 
be able to stop," Van Arnam tes¬ 
tified. 

"I thought that going past 
her was the safest way out. I 
saw one flash of the signal be¬ 
fore her tail-lights disappeared 
under the hood." 

The Olds was at a 45 degree 
angle to the highway when it 
was struck on the driver's side, 
RCMP crash examination ex¬ 
pert Bruce MacBean testified. 

Wiebe died at the scene. The 


driver and the accused received 
non-life threatening injuries. 

Crown prosecutor Danny 
Elliott asked the accused if he 
was following too closely. 

"You hadn't left enough space 
to get stopped, right?" said 
Elliott. 

'Yes," the accused replied. 

"It was particularly unlucky 
for a lot of people that you made 
the decision to pass on the left," 
said Elliott. "You should have 
been leaving more space to stop 
or been going slower." 

Janelle Sharon Taylor, the 
driver of the Oldsmobile, testi¬ 
fied she was driving Wiebe 
home after taking the woman 
to visit her husband in Dids¬ 
bury when the accident oc¬ 
curred at about 4 p.m. 


She said she could not re¬ 
member whether she signaled 
to turn or not. 

"It's my habit to signal," said 
Taylor. "I would not have 
turned if I did not think it was 
safe." 

Truck driver Todd Shoe¬ 
maker testified he was north¬ 
bound on the rural route com¬ 
ing towards Hwy 580 when he 
witnessed the crash. 

"It happened right in front 
of me," Shoemaker said, adding 
he did not notice whether the 
Olds was signaling or not. 

Following closing argu¬ 
ments by defence and the 
Crown, the matter was ad¬ 
journed until April 24 when 
Judge McDonald is expected to 
make his ruling.

Liberals ram through huge 


$2.2 billion air tax 


"The Liberal government has 
rammed a $2.2 billion tax hike 
on air travellers through the 
House of Commons Finance 
Committee this week, ignoring 
universal opposition from every 
witness that appeared before 
the committee," said Myron 
Thompson, Member of Parlia¬ 
ment for Wild Rose. 

"The Liberals were unwilling 
to accept constructive amend¬ 
ments to this potentially devas¬ 
tating tax on air travel. 

“They just don’t care that 
every major group in the travel 
industry has said that the tax 
will penalize short-haul travel¬ 
lers and airlines, hurt an al¬ 
ready weak tourism industry 
and do little for security," stated 
Thompson. 

The Canadian Alliance of¬ 
fered a number of constructive 
amendments including: 

• Lowering the flat $24 tax 
to a level comparable with that 
charged in the United States; 

• Introducing a progressive 
tax, charging passengers a per¬ 
centage of the ticket price 
rather than a fiat tax; Exempt¬ 
ing certain airports in small 
communities, like Churchill 
Falls (population 717), from the 
tax in order to save their air¬ 
line services; Ensuring that the 
tax revenue collected from a lo¬ 
cal airport is not greater than 
50% of the operating budget of 
the airport, (some airports like 
Saskatoon and Charlottetown 


could collect more in taxes 
from travellers than it costs to 
run their entire airports); Re¬ 
quiring an annual tabling of 
the new Air Security Authori¬ 
ty's budget and strategic plan 
in Parliament; 

• Calling for a sunset clause. 

"If anyone believed that the 
tax and spend Liberals were 
taking a break, think again. 
This government has increased 
spending by a massive 9.3% 
and is raising taxes by over $2.5 
billion in 2002. It amazes me 
that the Liberals are looking 
for even more tax revenues. 
They are willing to risk com¬ 
petition in the air industry and 
jeopardize service to smaller 
centres by raising tax revenue 
from an already hurting indus¬ 
try,” concluded Thompson. 

LIBERALS ENDANGER 
ENDANGERED SPECIES 

Myron Thompson, Member 
of Parliament for Wild Rose, 
summed up progress on Bill C- 
5, the Species at Risk Act, 
when he said, "The government 
has created a bill which will 
provide no formula for com¬ 
pensation and will hold farm¬ 
ers, ranchers and industry us¬ 
ers of the land guilty until 
proven innocent for the de¬ 
struction of an endangered spe¬ 
cies or its habitat." 

For the last two weeks the 
House of Commons has been 
dealing with Report Stage of 
the Species at Risk Act. There 


are 130 amendments that have 
been divided into 5 groupings. 
The Canadian Alliance has pro¬ 
posed amendments that would 
make the legislation more fair 
to all stakeholders and would 
pre-empt legal challenges to the 
Act. 

"Its unfortunate but with 
this legislation there will not 
be full cooperation because 
there is no compensation for 
landowners and resource users. 
Without full cooperation, spe¬ 
cies across Canada will suffer. 
The Canadian Alliance has 
fought very hard for fair and 
reasonable compensation, but 
in the end the Liberals just 
don't understand," said 
Thompson. 

"In addition, the Alliance 
argued that those who acciden¬ 
tally kill a species, its residence 
or its habitat must not be li¬ 
able for prosecution. Liability 
should be reserved for "inten¬ 
tional" trespass against the act. 
Once again the Liberals have 
rejected this argument and the 
Alliance believes the species will 
be worse off because of it," 
stated Thompson. 

"Under this proposed legis¬ 
lation the Minister of Environ¬ 
ment retains too many discre¬ 
tionary powers and his trust 
me' attitude will guarantee fail¬ 
ure similar to that suffered by 
comparable legislation in the 
United States," stated 
Thompson.

Tax evasion is the real oldest profession - Robinson 


The T4 and T5 slips should 
have arrived and maybe you're 
just waiting for that last $25 
charitable receipt. Completing 
your tax return is like a shared 
misery. So you take solace 
knowing that other folks are 
doing the same thing ... or are 
they? 

According to a new study 
from the Canadian Tax Foun¬ 
dation, this may not be the 
case. The underground 
economy is now estimated to be 
$130 billion or 16% of Canada's 
GDP This represents a com¬ 
bined $44 billion revenue loss 
for all levels of government 
From tradespeople working for 
cash under the table to unde¬ 
clared babysitting income to bla¬ 
tant and illegal tax evasion, the 
underground economy is flour¬ 
ishing. 

Sadly, this is not new. Look¬ 
ing through the course of his¬ 


tory, a strong case can be made 
that tax evasion is actually the 
world's oldest profession, not 
the other activity more com¬ 
monly thought of in this con¬ 
text. To be clear, the CTF does 
not condone tax evasion. How¬ 
ever, the CTF does support tax 
avoidance through all legal 
means (de: maxing out RRSP 
contributions, income splitting 
if possible, spousal RRSPs, 
charitable tax credits, etc.), as 
such behaviour is economically 
rational. 

Yet it is quite obvious why 
the underground economy is 
flourishing. This one's a no 
brainer: taxes are too high. And 
a new paper from Ottawa based 
economic forecasting firm DRI- 
WEFA reinforces this point. In 
1996, government revenues 
from taxes accounted for 41.1% 
of GDP In 2001, the figure is 
down only slightly, at 40.1%. 


On budget day last Decem¬ 
ber, we noted that federal per¬ 
sonal income taxes (FPIT) as 
a percent of GDP had actually 
increased during the Liberal 
mandate. In 1993, FPIT repre¬ 
sented 7.34% of GDR as of the 
last budget this number had 
climbed to 7.40%. 

As historian Charles Adams 
noted in his seminal book For 
Good and Evil, "as taxes in¬ 
crease, evasion increases. Once 
tax evasion becomes deep 
rooted, it is almost impossible 
to root it out." 

He states that "people tend 
to resist heavy taxation in the 
following ways: first, lawful 
avoidance; second, if avoidance 
fails, then either evasion or 
flight to avoid tax; third, rebel¬ 
lion; and finally, when there is 
no other alternative, they have 
accepted serfdom when it of¬ 
fered the only relief for outra¬ 


geous taxation." 

Hmm serfdom, kind of 
sounds like our present federal 
political malaise, doesn’t it? But 
alas, we digress. Canadians 
will never see a Boston Tea 
Party, but with 16% of eco¬ 
nomic activity clandestinely 
conducted, it is safe to say that 
more than a few upstanding 
citizens are part of this mix, it's 
not just confined to society's 
unsavoury elements. 

The issue here is value for 
taxes paid. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes was 
right when he said that taxes 
are the price we pay for a civi¬ 
lized society. 

But a civilized society must 
show respect for those who pay 
the freight by providing excel¬ 
lent, needed and focused public 
services as opposed to the cur¬ 
rent all-you-can eat buffet ap¬ 
proach to government. 


Twenty-four cents out of 
each federal revenue dollar still 
goes to pay debt interest cour¬ 
tesy of Mr. Trudeau and ALL 
his successors. 

Portions of the remaining 76 
cents are still funnelled to cor¬ 
porate welfare and regional de¬ 
velopment agencies ($4 billion), 
questionable multiculturalism 
initiatives and discretionary 
schemes at HRDC and other 
departments ($9 billion). 

But we shouldn't be sur¬ 
prised, the feds continue to mis¬ 
lead us on corporate welfare 
repayments and the list of bro¬ 
ken Liberal promises keeps on 
growing. 

Adams' notes: "Historically 
the conscience of tax makers 
has often been like Swiss cheese 

- full of holes; when that hap¬ 
pens, the conscience of taxpay¬ 
ers is also like Swiss cheese."

5c a loaf. You could make 50 
loaves out of one bushel. Now 
bread is a dollar a loaf and the 
price of a bushel is $3.50 but at 
depression prices it should be 
20 times 32 or $6.40 a bushel 
but our government has pegged 
the price through the Wheat 
board, cheating the farmers but 
also making sure we have no 
money circulating in Western 
Canada.

Deitsch not criminally negligant in traffic fatality

Jason Deitsch is a 
free man following a 
Calgary Queen’s Bench 
court ruling on Mar. 1. 

Deitsch, 19, from 
Didsbury, was charged 
with dangerous driving 
causing death in con¬ 
nection with the death 
of Henry Mah, 38, from 
Carstairs, a Calgary 
Police Officer. 

Mah was killed on 
Dec. 4, 2000 when his 
and Deitsch’s vehicles, 
collided head-on, on 
Highway 2A south of 
Carstairs. 

The trial revealed 
Deitsch was distracted 
by quaders driving in 
the ditch. His car drifted 
into the south-bound 
lane and into the path

of Mah’s car. 

“Mr. Dietsch made 
the mistake of not slow¬ 
ing down,” said Justice 
Mahoney. He said that 
while Deitsch may have 
been negligent on a civil 
standard he was not 
criminally negligent. 

Justice Mahoney de¬ 
clared Deitsch not guilty 
and dropped the charges. 

Tears flowed freely as 
Deitsch and his family 
left the courtroom. 

Although Deitsch 
would not comment, his 
lawyer, Allan Low said, 
“Obviously I’m 

pleased...It’s always 
nice to be successful for 


your client.” 

He said the fact there 
were no aggravating fac¬ 
tors such as drugs or al¬ 
cohol was a big consid¬ 
eration in the case. 

Since the car crash, 
Deitsch stopped work 
for a number of months 
due to injuries he re¬ 
ceived. He has since 
taken a job at a grocery 
store but has plans for 
the future including 
schooling and getting 
married. 

“His life has been on 
hold (since the acci¬ 
dent),” said Low. “He is 
now able to keep going 
with his life.” 


Crown Prosecutor 
David Torske said it is 
clear Deitsch is very re¬ 
morseful. 

Torske added there 
was evidence Mah had 
also seen the quaders in 
the ditch and had made 
attempts to avoid hit¬ 
ting them. Unable to go 
into the ditch, Mah may 
not have been able to re¬ 
spond to the threat 
posed by Deitsch’s car. 

“I think he’s a hero,” 
Torske says of Mah. 

Mah’s widow agrees. 
Tracey Mah-Gillies said 
her husband had been a 
hunter and had a keen 
eye for details. She feels 


there is no way he didn’t 
see the quaders in the 
ditch and that he would 
have done whatever he 
could to avoid them. 

Tracey is glad the 
trial is over but feels it 
was important. 

“It was something 
that we all had to do to 
get closure,” she said. 
Tracey added the trial 
answered questions 
about what happened 
that night which was 
important for both fami¬ 
lies. 

She went on to de¬ 
scribe what her husband 
was like. 

“Henry was so full of 


joy,” she said. “He was 
important to a lot of peo¬ 
ple.” 

Even though the 
death of Henry is tragic 
to his family and those 
who knew him, there 
were some good things 
to come out of it. 

“A year later I look at 
the gifts Henry has left,” 
said Tracey. 

She said his organs, 
which were donated, 
went to help people in 
need. She also said the 
family has many happy 
memories of Henry. 

Henry is also survived 
by two daughters - 
Tavia, 11, and Kierey, 9.

Teachers remain in school despite court ruling

Teachers in Chinook’s 
Edge school division re¬ 
mained in classes Mon¬ 
day afternoon, despite a 
Queen’s Bench ruling 
striking down a govern¬ 
ment order that ended a 
province-wide strike. 

How long the teachers 
will remain in schools re¬ 
mains uncertain. 

In a ruling on Friday, 
Justice Allan Wachowich 
said the province failed to 
provide enough evidence 
of a public emergency 
when it issued the order 
on Feb. 21. 

“It is inconceivable to 
me that after only 24 or 
48 hours of strike, the 
lieutenant governor in 
council could reasonably 
be of the opinion that the 
statutory condition prec¬ 
edent was met,” 
Wachowich said. 

“The very purpose of a 
strike is to cause some 
hardship in order to raise 
the issues being contested 
and to pressure the other 
side into making conces¬ 
sions. If a strike did not 
cause some degree of 
hardship, it would be 
pointless.” 

The judge issued a tem¬ 
porary stay keeping 
teachers in class until at 
least Monday at 12 p.m. 

Chinook’s Edge in¬ 
cludes schools in Sundre, 
Olds, Didsbury and Car- 
stairs. There are more 
than 11,000 students in 
the division. 

Teachers in 22 divi¬ 
sions began strike action 
on Feb. 4 and returned to 
schools on Feb. 25. 

The teachers are ask¬ 
ing for wage increases, 
changes in classroom 
conditions, and incen¬ 
tives to attract new teach¬ 
ers and retain current 
teachers. 

The province has of¬ 
fered teachers a six per 
cent raise over two years. 

The Alberta Teachers 
Association (ATA) has 
said it will give the prov¬ 
ince 72 hours before re¬ 
suming any strike action. 

ATA president Larry 
Booi is expected to meet 
with Premier Ralph Klein 
this week to discuss the 
situation. The provincial 
cabinet was also meeting 
this week to review the 
matter. 

“I can’t negotiate a set¬ 
tlement to the teachers’ 
dispute, but I’m willing to 
meet with Mr. Booi as he 
has requested and see if 
we can develop some op¬ 
tions to bring the dispute 
to an end,” said Klein. 
“Achieving that goal is 
the priority for govern¬ 
ment.” 

ATA local #17 presi¬ 
dent Bob Worsfold con¬ 
firmed teachers will give 
at least 72 hours notice 
before walking out. 

“We have given the as¬ 
surance that we won't go 
back on strike until we 
meet with Ralph, said 


Worsfold. “It’s wait and 
see. We’re hoping to dis¬ 
cuss the underlying is¬ 
sues of the strike, and 
possibly get the govern¬ 
ment to get involved be¬ 
cause we see them as pro¬ 
vincial issues. 

“We’ve said all along 
that the government is 
going to have to infuse 
some money.” 

The province could in¬ 
troduce legislation strip¬ 
ping the teachers of their 
right to strike, effectively 
ending any future legal 
walkout possibilities. 

Teachers don’t want 
the province to take away 
their right to strike, said 
Worsfold. 

Following Friday’s 
court ruling, ATA presi¬ 
dent Booi called for meet¬ 
ings between the teach¬ 


ers’ union and the prov¬ 
ince. 

“I am asking all teach¬ 
ers to remain with their 
students in their class¬ 
rooms in order to allow 
these next steps to pro¬ 
ceed,” Booi said. 

“Teachers have 
emerged from this strike 
more united and commit¬ 
ted than ever. Their rights 
have been exercised re¬ 
sponsibly and confirmed 
by the courts. We now 
call upon the government 
to work with us to solve 
the underlying problems 
that gave rise to this dis¬ 
pute. 

“Nothing less than the 
future of public education 
in Alberta is at stake.” 

The province declared 
a provincial emergency 
on Feb. 21, saying strikes 


across the province had 
created unreasonable 
hardship on third parties 
such as parents, support 
staff and others. 

“Thousands of stu¬ 
dents are now in jeopardy 
of losing their school 
years and with no clear 
end to the strike in sight, 
government must take 
action on behalf of stu¬ 
dents,” Human Resource 
Minister Cliff Dunford 
said. 

Dunford gave teachers 
and school boards until 
March 15 to negotiate 
new collective agreements 
on their own or with the 
assistance of a govern¬ 
ment appointed mediator. 

If an agreement can¬ 
not be reached by the 
15th, the matter was to 
go before a one-person 


Teachers Dispute Resolu¬ 
tion Tribunal for binding 
arbitration. 

Meanwhile, the 
Chinook’s Edge school di¬ 
vision said it does not be¬ 
lieve a settlement can be 
reached with its 600-plus 
teachers without the in¬ 
tervention of an outside 
arbitrator. 

“As of today (Feb. 25), 
Chinook’s Edge is plan¬ 
ning to prepare for arbi¬ 
tration,” said Ian Taylor, 
board vice president, 
trustee and spokesper¬ 
son. “Unless something 
changes, we don’t see 
that this board has the 
power to come to an 
agreement here. We be¬ 
lieve a contract develop¬ 
ment under the eye of the 
people who know this di¬ 
vision the best, is what’s 


ideal for our students. 
However, it is clear that 
with the influence of the 
provincial ATA and the 
provincial government in 
local negotiations, that 
the board and the local 
ATA are at a standstill.” 

The teachers’ union lo¬ 
cal has already rejected a 
call by the board to con¬ 
duct talks without pro¬ 
vincial negotiators being 
involved. 

“We’re tired of negoti¬ 
ating with someone who 
doesn’t want to negoti¬ 
ate,” said Worsfold. 
“They need to look up the 
work and learn what it 
means. Unless the board 
has a change of heart we 
are just wasting our time. 
They were not willing to 
amend their proposal by 
one item.”

visit to 19 (Explosives Disposal)

officer was invited away for a 
short while and returned fully 
decked-out in a bomb disposal 
suit.

The rest were busy trying to 
pick up a (defused) pipe bomb 
with the robot.

By this time, the skies were 
clearing and the sun came out 
to reveal a magnificent view, 
from the Tower, of the Comox 
area, the Georgia Strait, and a 
portion of B.C.'s "Sunshine 
Coast".

There, they 
earned an appreciation for the 
amount of work required to 
restore a fighter aircraft from 
the World War II era. 

Finally, after a packed 
schedule of touring a Canadian 
Armed Forces base, the Cadets 
and Officers boarded their 
flight, following the usual en¬ 
tertaining antics of WestJet 
personnel, for the return trip 
to Calgary. On arrival, they 
joined up with the 
"Esquimault" group and 
boarded the bus, to share their 
tales of adventure as they re¬ 
turned home.

Rebecca Emily was born December 21 1897 and died 
February 14 2002. I have changed the names slightly 
but otherwise this story is true. At the time of her death 
she was 104 years and 7 weeks old. She had lived in 
three centuries and seen unimaginable change. Her ear¬ 
liest memory was of her Father waking her and her sib¬ 
lings at midnight on a winter evening, telling them to 
put on their coats and come outside. "Look up at the 
sky,” he told them, "and remember that you watched a 
new century begin."' Her Father would never have be¬ 
lieved that the sleepy toddler would see the next cen¬ 
tury as well. She died on Valentine’s Day and her tim¬ 
ing was superlative. Valentines Day was the perfect day 
for her to end her journey here on earth. 

Rebecca was born in New York State but when she 
was six years old her family came to Canada and took a 
Homestead in Central Alberta. The Railroad was com¬ 
plete by then so they probably came out by Train. Al¬ 
berta and Saskatchewan were not yet Provinces, the 
Boer War was on, it was about the time of the first trans¬ 
atlantic radio message, and the National Council of 
Women had been formed. We were starting to get Women 
Doctors and Lawyers and even Women War 
Corespondents. Things were improving for intelligent, 
independent women and Rebecca was certainly bright 
and independent. Education was important to her fam¬ 
ily and the children took advantage of every educational 
opportunity. She started school in Alberta and she met 
Nellie, another six year old. They must have been strong 
healthy children, Nellie lived to be 100 and she and 
Rebecca were friends for 94 years. 

Rebecca had a great talent for Art. She painted beau¬ 
tifully and she was as pretty as one of her paintings. 
She trained for a teacher and had no trouble getting 
positions, school boards were delighted with the beau¬ 
tiful young woman who not only taught the basics but 
gave the children art and music lessons as well. She 
was about 21 when she met handsome and charming 
Gordon Russell and it wasn't long until everyone knew 
that they were in love. Both families were happy with 
the relationship and it was generally accepted that it 
was a match made in Heaven. After a suitable time had 
elapsed they announced their engagement. It would be 
a Summer wedding and of course Nellie would be brides¬ 
maid. Rebecca chose a long white gown with a high neck, 
long sleeves, pearl buttons and lots of lace. 

On a Summer afternoon, in 1921, just a week or so 
before the wedding, a group of young people gathered 
for a picnic. Girls in long pastel dresses, boys in dress 
pants, shirts and ties. Gordon and his good friend stood 
back to back with linked elbows and playfully lifted each 
other off their feet. The lifts got a little more competi¬ 
tive, pride raised its ugly head and the friend, with a 
mighty heave threw Gordon over his head and onto the 
ground. His back was broken and though they rushed 
him to hospital he died within a few days. Rebecca put 
her wedding dress away. 

She did marry, and she had children but the marriage 
was not a happy one, and her husband, whom she had 
never really loved, drifted away and left her with her 
teaching, her art and her family. She lived on and on, 
she painted beautifully and sold hundreds of paintings, 
she won prizes and awards, had her own shows, kept a 
lovely home and garden. And finally she died. 

Her death on Valentine’s Day was the end of the story 
as we know it, but if there is any justice, there are, in 
some other dimension perhaps, songs to sing and chap¬ 
ters still to write. She was buried according to her in¬ 
structions, next to Gordon and wearing the long white 
wedding dress, preserved all these long and lonely years.

QUESTION: Why can’t parents get children to obey 
just by explaining what they want them to do? Why is it 
so often necessary to punish or raise our voices to get 
them to cooperate? Why can’t they just accept a few rea¬ 
sonable rules and avoid all that conflict? It just doesn’t 
add up to me. 

I)R. DOBSON: After working with children for years, 
I'm convinced that their challenging behavior is motivated 
in part by the desire for power that lies deep within the 
human spirit. From a very early age, they just don’t want 
anyone telling them what to do. They are also great ad¬ 
mirers of strength and courage. Maybe this is why mythi¬ 
cal characters like Superman, Robin Hood and Wonder 
Woman have been so prominent in the folklore of chil¬ 
dren. 

Perhaps it is also why kids brag that “My dad can beat 
up your dad!” (One child said in reply, “That’s nothing — 
my mom can beat up my dad, too!”) It is a fact that most 
boys, and some girls, care about the issue of “who’s tough¬ 
est.” Whenever a youngster moves into a new 
neighborhood or a new school district, he often has to 
fight, either verbally or physically, to establish himself in 
the hierarchy of strength. 

There is usually a “top dog" in a group of children who 
bosses everyone else around. There is also a little defeated 
pup at the bottom of the heap who takes the brunt of 
everyone’s abuse. And each child between those extremes 
usually knows where he or she ranks in relation to the 
others. I believe this admiration for power also makes 
children want to know how tough their leaders are. They 
will occasionally disobey adults for the precise purpose of 
testing their determination and courage. 

Thus, whether you are a parent, grandparent, Boy Scout 
leader, bus driver, Brownie leader or a schoolteacher, I 
can guarantee that sooner or later, one of the children 
under your authority will clench his little fist and chal¬ 
lenge your leadership. 

He will convey this message by his disobedient man¬ 
ner: “I don’t think you are tough enough to make me do 
what you say.” The way you handle that confrontation is 
being watched closely by every child in the group. Your 
reaction will determine how soon another occurs and with 
what intensity it is driven. 

QUESTION: My wife and I have two very strong-willed 
kids who are hard to handle. They seem to need to test 
us, and they’re happiest and most contented when we are 
toughest on them. Why do they insist on making us growl 
at them and even punish them more than we’d like to? 

DR. DOBSON: It is curious, isn’t it, that some chil¬ 
dren seem to enjoy fighting with their parents. It’s a func¬ 
tion of the pugnacious temperament with which they are 
born. Many kids just like to run things and seem to enjoy 
picking fights. 

There is another factor that is related to a child’s sense 
of security. Let me illustrate it this way. Imagine you’re 
driving a car over the Royal Gorge Bridge in Colorado, 
which is suspended hundreds of feet above the canyon floor. 
As a first-time traveler, you’re pretty tense as you drive 
across. 

It is a scary experience. I knew one little fellow who 
was so awed by the view over the side of the bridge that 
he said. “Wow. Daddy! If you fell off of here, it’d kill you 
constantly!” 

Now suppose there were no guardrails on the side of 
the bridge. Where would you steer the car? Right down 
the middle of the road. Even though you don’t plan to hit 
those protective railings along the side, you just feel more 
secure knowing that they’re there. It’s the same way with 
children. 

There is security in defined limits. They need to know 
precisely what the rules are and who's available to en¬ 
force them. 

Whenever a strong-willed child senses that the bounda¬ 
ries may have moved, or that his or her parents may have 
lost their nerve, the child will often precipitate a fight 
just to test the limits again. 

Children may not admit that they want you to be the 
boss, but they breathe easier when you prove that you 
are.

Each time Marg phone's me 
to tell me it's time for another 
article I tell myself I'll have it 
done a week before it’s due. As 
always, I am writing on Mon¬ 
day evening, less than 24 hours 
before deadline. I bet that's why 
I get writer's block so much. I'm 
sure I'll be better with it next 
month. 

As I'm sure most of you are 
aware, it is that time of year 
again. What time is that? 
Budget time. We were recently 
informed that an interim budget 
for 2002 has been approved. 
This year we are looking for¬ 
ward to upgrading our breath¬ 
ing apparatus and replacing 
our crew-cab/command vehicle. 
Both of these upgrades will as¬ 
sist us in continuing to bring 
you our best service. 

Another way in which we 
maintain our level of service to 
you is through training. The 
training board is filling up with 
the courses that are being of¬ 
fered throughout the county. 
One of the courses being offered 
is Vehicle Extrication. It will 
run in May and will be offered 
in Sundre. This course will 
teach us all the little tricks and 
techniques necessary to remove 
patients from their cars after 
an accident. Each year the new 
cars come out with something 
different that we have to be 
aware of in order to remove a 
victim in the quickest and saf¬ 
est manner. 

In June, a Firefighter II 
course is being offered in Car- 
stairs as well as a Pump A 
course in July. I will keep eve¬ 
ryone informed about these 
events as the times draw closer. 

Here in Didsbury, on Febru¬ 
ary 16, about half of our mem¬ 
bers took a one day course deal- 
ing with H2S (Hydrogen 
sulfide), also known as sour 
gas. Since we have 2 gas plants 


and a number of gas wells in 
our district we felt it was nec¬ 
essary to be trained to handle 
emergencies where H2S is a 
factor. The second half of our 
members will be taking this 
course on March 2nd. 

I am happy to report that we 
were called only 3 times since 
my last report. The calls we 
had were as follows: 1 Ambu¬ 
lance assist, 1 Aircraft call, 1 
Alarm, no fire 

One of our members, John 
Whitaker, has brought to an 
end his time as a Didsbury Vol¬ 


unteer Firefighter. He will be 
attending the Alberta Fire 
Training School in Vermillion. 
We all wish John the very best 
in his upcoming educational 
endeavours and future career 
plans. As you might recall, Lee 
Penner went to Vermillion and 
was hired by the Regina Fire 
Department after graduation. 

If anyone is interested in 
becoming a volunteer fire¬ 
fighter in Didsbury, they are 
more than welcome to come the 
fire hall on Wednesday eve¬ 
nings at 7:00.

Barbara Checkryn-Rivers 
has gone full circle as an art¬ 
ist. Since spending a great 
deal of time working on the 
painting and finishing of her 
new home in Eagle Hill, the 
Ontario native once again has 
time to dedicate to painting 
and finishing a different life¬ 
long passion; that of 
watercolor art. “I have felt 
that I have gone the full cir¬ 
cle, from non-representa- 
tional to representational,” 
says Rivers, who graduated 
from the Alberta College of 


Art in 1978. But that’s not 
the only change Rivers has 
made in her artistic career.

“Last year, I spent a week of 
what I call rediscovery down 
at Crowsnest Pass where I 
got into the habit of writing 
notes and thoughts while 
painting. This tool provided 
me with several insights re¬ 
garding my work. One of the 
key things was to slow down 
and be patient, and let the 
piece develop.” 


Anyone interested in view¬ 
ing the many natural land¬ 
scapes Rivers paints in 
watercolor can do so this 
month at the Gilded Gallery 
in Didsbury. Rivers will be on 
hand in person during a spe¬ 
cial Meet the Artist session at 
the Gallery on Saturday, 
March 16th from 10:00 am - 
2:00 pm. “I currently work 
out of my new home studio in 
Eagle Hill...it’s great to get 
back on track with exhibiting 
my pieces again.

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Mountain View Regional Emergency Services' (MVRES) Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Lyle McKellar and Sundre and District EMS 
Manager Larry Gratton join ambulance providers across the 
province to lobby the provincial government to take more re¬ 
sponsibility for ambulance services. 

Right now ambulance services are viewed as protective 
rather than an essential health service which McKellar and 
Gratton say is how people really view them. 

"How do you view your ambulance?" McKellar asked. 

"Do you think we are like the fire department as a protec¬ 
tive and preventative program or a part of the health care 
system as a reactive emergency medical provider?" 

McKellar's point is that most people see their ambulance 
service as a health service. 

"Most of the time when we pick up a patient with no third 
party coverage (Alberta Blue Cross or extended health insur¬ 
ance plan) they say, "doesn’t Alberta Health Care cover this?"' 

Ambulance services are not considered an Alberta Health 
Care covered service. 

"When people want us they want us now,” said McKellar. 
"They have an expectation comparable to an emergency de¬ 
partment, they expect services immediately." 

Presently ambulance services are the responsibility of mu¬ 
nicipalities. 

Alberta Health and Wellness is responsible for licensing and 
regulating ambulance services but they do not contribute fi¬ 
nancially to providing it. 

Ambulance service providers want their service to be rec¬ 
ognized as a true part of health care service and not solely the 
financial responsibility of the municipality. 

"I think the municipality should have a part in what the 
delivery of that service should be, such as level of service to 
be offered, basic life support (BLS) or advanced life support 
(ALS), but the provincial government should share some of 
the financial responsibilities," said McKellar. 

McKellar said the government continues to tell people they 
subsidize ambulance services but it isn't enough. 

"Yes the government does pay a fee for seniors and other 
government benefit programs but those fees don't meet the 
cost of operating an ambulance service," he said. 

MVRES office manager Cindy Roberts says the discrepan¬ 
cies in funding are very frustrating. 

The provincial government determines their funding by what 
type of call it is and the number of kilometres traveled. 

Roberts estimates the government will pay $202 for an in 
town call, for a person covered by social services or a senior. 
The true cost is estimated at more than $400.

"Call and we'll be right there" is the motto for 
three local brothers who have started their own 
snow removal business this year. 

Jesse Schmidt, 10 and his brother Darren, 11, 
and Timothy, 8, started The Shovelling Kids mod¬ 
estly when one business, Home Based Books in 
Didsbury, offered them a contract to clear the walks 
after a snow fall a couple of months ago. 

But the three didn't wait to build their business 
from there. On their way home they stopped in to 
talk to other business owners and were able to scare 
up even more business. 

"Home Based Books got us to do their walks af¬ 
ter a heavy snow fall and after that we went all 
over mainstreet to the different businesses," said 
Darren, who said they were able to secure eight 
jobs the first day. 

And with a little courage to approach other busi¬ 
nesses and a work ethic that has them up at seven 
to shovel walks, there business has continued to 
snowball. 

Every time the three go out to shovel the lots 
they have contracts for, they stop at other busi¬ 
nesses offering their services. 

The price for lots has been $3 to $6 depending 
on size, but the bakery has a separate arrangement 
for them - shovelling in exchange for a hot choco¬ 
late and a doughnut. 

So far their business hours have been deter¬ 
mined by the snowfalls. If it snows once they go

out once, but there have times where they have been 
out in the afternoon and evenings after a mid day 
skiff of snow blows in. 

So far the three have learned some lessons of 


the business world. More walks equals more money, 
so in addition to approaching businesses, the three 
have also designed and made their own business 
cards, which are currently making being circulated 
through town. 

They have also learned that people are likely to 
have them back if they do a good job with the walks 
they have been hired to clear. 

"If you do a good job people are going to want 
you to do their walks again," said Jesse, who is 
planning on buying a new paintball gun with his 
profits. 

Timothy is also planning on buying a paintball 
gun, while Darren is still undecided and puts his 
earnings in his bank account. 

"I think it has been a good learning experience 
for the boys," said Janet, the mother of The Shov¬ 
elling Kids. 

"My husband thought as long as there work is 
okay, we are okay with them doing this." 

Initially Janet had a concern about her three 
boys walking out to their jobs on there own, but so 
far they have proved to be reliable. And the pay¬ 
offs she is seeing from her kids has been amazing. 

"I think this is good for their self-esteem - going 
into stores and talking with the managers - they 
are learning how to deal with the public and are 
learning about responsibility. 

"The money part is also a good learning tool for 
later in life." 

And until the snow melts The Shovelling Kids 
will be out and about clearing snow and building 
skills and bank accounts.

Smaller agriculture is beautiful - and bountiful 


Industrial agriculture 
is dead but, like a 
chicken with its head cut 
off, is still running 
around the barnyard. So 
says a Kansas fanner who 
is also a director of an 
influential farm organiza¬ 
tion. Farmers have been 
brainwashed for many 
years by the machinery 
companies, fertilizer sup¬ 
pliers, herbicide and pes¬ 
ticide sellers and seed 
sources that bigger is bet¬ 
ter. In fact the term farm¬ 
ing is giving way to the 
modern term 

agribusiness. 

But back to our Kan¬ 
sas farmer. Big agricul¬ 
ture. he says, was unsus¬ 
tainable from the outset, 
and the symptoms of its 
deterioration have become 
all to familiar: polluted, 
depleted ground water, 
lifeless eroded soils, pes¬ 
ticide resistant super 
bugs and rural ghost 
towns. 

So how can we feed our 
6 billion member human 
family without big agri¬ 
culture? Genetic engineer¬ 
ing? Irradiated food? 
Some of the solutions are 
more frightening than the 
problem. 

Evidence world-wide - 
and even now in the USA 
- is beginning to point to

a safer simpler alterna¬ 
tive: get small farmers 
back on the land and 
more people directly in¬ 
volved in producing their 
own food. Small and per¬ 
sonal is more efficient, 
equally or more produc¬ 
tive, more adaptable, 


more secure and it con¬ 
tributes much to our 
health and lives, our 
economies and our com¬ 
munities. 

Efficiency - Small 
farms, per acre, are more 
efficient say economists 
who have compared them. 
Considering the use of 
capital, land and labour, 
large farms are very inef¬ 
ficient. 

Productivity - Overall 
production from a small 
farm may amount to 2 to 
5 times as much per acre 
as the monoculture. 
Small farmers may inter¬ 
crop, combine or rotate 
livestock with crops, thus 
using manure to main¬ 
tain fertility. Yield refers 


to everything the farm 
produces - field crops, gar¬ 
dens, livestock, fruit, fish, 
firewood, etc.

enterprises. 

Stewardship - To quote 
Peter Rossett, writing in 
Yes! A Journal of Positive 
Futures, "The small farm 
landscape is filled with 
biodiversity. The wood 
lot, the orchard, the fish 
pond, the backyard gar¬ 
den, large and small live¬ 
stock. and the farm itself 
with its varied crops al¬ 
low for the preservation 
of hundreds of wild and 
cultivated species." 

Think of the trees, 
bushes and grassy fence¬ 
lines as bird factories pro¬ 
viding a superb pest con¬ 
trol, and leaving no 
harmful residue! Wind 
breaks slow the drying 
winds and gather winter's 


snow. Grow your own 
fruits and vegetables, and 
control what goes into 
them and what doesn't!

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COUNTY BUDGET 

County sees surplus - 
provincial assessment 
mistake caught 


by Richard Westlund 


Mountain View 
County ran a $53,381 
surplus in 2001, thanks 
in part to a mistake 
made by the province in 
assessing the value of a 
piece of equipment at a 
local gas plant. 

Director of Finance 
Bryn Jones said the Al¬ 
berta government, 
which does the assess¬ 
ments of oil and gas in 
the County, made a $16 
million dollar error in 
determining the value of 
a piece of oil and gas 
equipment. 

That meant a differ¬ 
ence in nearly $300,000 
in taxes collected - about 
half which is retained 
by the County. 

"Without the change 
the County would have 
collected less tax than 
what was budgeted for," 
said Jones. 

The County expected 
$18,190,685 in taxes ac¬ 
cording to an unaudited 
budget. 

Instead they col¬ 
lected $100,242 more 
than that. 

Overall the County 
took in $470,210 more 
than what was budgeted 
for but also spent 
$416,829 more than 
what was in the 2001 
budget. The difference 
made for the small sur¬ 
plus. 

Jones said County 
Council set an aggres¬ 
sive budget last April 
and that the County 
"was scrambling for dol¬ 
lars”. 

Last year, Council 
was presented with a 
budget that was 
$305,000 short and 
Council was forced to 
make changes to bring 
the numbers into line. 

Councillors spent a

day exploring options 
and passed a balanced 
budget the following day 
after changing salvage 
value figures, removing 
a $5,000 transfer to the 
Administration Build¬ 
ing-Mechanical reserve 
as it was deemed to be 
no longer necessary, and 
eliminating an already- 
approved floater grader. 


Jones was happy with 
the fact that the County 
was able to stay in line 
with the "tight budget" 
and that he hoped next 
year would be smoother 
than the last. 

He said it was a chal¬ 
lenging year financially 
as the County dealt with 
many different areas, 
such as fire and recrea¬ 
tion. 

Reeve Ian Harvie said 
he responded to the 
news the County was 
able to keep to budget 
with a "sigh of relief. 

He said the $53,000 
surplus was a good sign 
but added that next year 
may be a challenging one 
for the County as well. 

"We probably will 
have another aggressive 
year," he said. 

The County will sit 
down to create the 2002 
budget on April 22. 
Harvie said the meeting 
will be open to the pub¬ 
lic.

It’s time to stand up and cheer for the Olds Grizzlys in their 
second season...the play-offs. 

After completing the 2001/2002 Alberta Junior Hockey League 
regular schedule on the road in northern Alberta with an 8-1 
shellacking over the Fort Saskatchewan Traders and a 4-2 vic¬ 
tory over the Sherwood Park Crusaders, the Grizzlys are pre¬ 
pared for the play-offs commencing at the Olds Sportsplex on 
March 8 at 7:30 p.m. 

Against the Crusaders, Pat McDonald, Ryan Huddy, and Morod 
Radmacher with a pair dented the twine, while in the rout against 
the Traders, Tyler Hilbert fired a hat trick, while Huddy netted a 
pair of goals. Singletons were added by Greg Kreese, Ryan Barnett 
and Jason Steenbergen. Three of the goals were scored 
shorthanded and two were blinked on the power play. 

Because the Grizzlys finished in second place in the Rogers 
AT&T Wireless south division standings with 80 points on 36 
wins, 20 loses and 8 ties, they received a bye into the first round 
of post season play and are expected to play the winner of the five 
game series between the Calgary Royals and the Crowsnest Pass 
Timberwolves or the Camrose Kodiaks and the Calgary Canucks.
